SAt an early hour this morning the corri- 
dor leading to Collector Rosenblatt’s office was 
thronged with a waiting crowd.

SUNK BY A SEA MONSTER.

The Wonderful Story Told by 
Capt. Larsen.

A Hole Knocked in His Vessel by a Huge Some- 
thing with a Tail and Fins—The Ter- 
rified Sailors Escape in Boats, 
and are Picked Up by a 
Steamship. 


[From the New York Times. ] 

The steamship P. Caland, which arrived from 
Rotterdam yesterday, had on board Capt. L. 
C. Larsen and the entire crew of a Norwegian 
bark which was lost in mid-ocean under re- 
markable circumstances. Captain Larsen’s 
story, which is fully corroborated by his men, 
goes toshow that the accounts which have 
been given tothe public from time to time of 
dangerous sea monsters inhabiting the ocean 
are not wholly false. Either the original sea 
serpent or some powertul submarine creature 
of. the same race ran into the 
bark Columbia on Septeu:ber 4, in lati- 
tude 479 32 min., and longitude 439 54 min., 
and injured that vessel so thatshe sank withina 
short time after she had been struck. The bark 
Cojumbia left London for Quebec, in ballast, 
on Augusts8, and met with variable weather 
untilthe morning of the 4th inst., when she 
Was sailing at the rate of trom six to seven 
miles an hour, before a fair wind. The sea 
was not very rough, and the bark was carry- 
ing all sail and heading westward. The 
captain was on deck at five bells in the 
morning watch, when a tremendous 
shock, which shook the bark from stem 
to stern, was suddenly felt. The men 
who were asleep intheir bunks were awaken- 
ed, and, thinking that the foremost mast had 
been carried @way, sprang on deck. Capt. 
Laursen and three of bis men ran to the port 
side and saw the water discolored with blood, 
while the tail and fins of a huge monster were 
seen splashing about in the sea, which had be- 
come viocentty agitated on that side of the 
vessel. Atthis moment one of the crew eried 
out thut a leak had been sprung, and Capt. 
farseen and the carpenter hurricud down into 
the hcldtosceif the bark had suffered any 
juries. In the port bow, about three feet 
below water mark, they found that four planks 
had been crushed in for a space about four feet 
long. Alarge hole had been made, through 
which the adavlight above the water 
could be plainly seen. The water 
was pouring rapidly into the vessel through 
the hole. Several attempts were made to stop 
itup, but the cuptain soon found that it would 
be useless to remain below anylonger. In 
the meantime the men on deck had become 
terribly frightened. Some cried bitterly, while 
others bad become so frightened by their un- 
expected encounter with the sea monster that 
they were forthetime being almost helpiess. 
When Capt. Larsen reached the deck he di- 
rected bis men to get the boats in readiness tor 
abandoning the vessel. The log-book, instru 
ments. and a few elothes, with 
some provisions, were bundled into two boats, 
which were put over the sides as soon as the 
excited sailors had placed a little fresh water 
inthém. The water-casks had been stowed in 
the hoid, into whichthe sea was pouring so 
rapidly that not more than one day's fresh 
water could be saved, Fortunately the sea was 
not rough, and when the boats had been 
launched the entire crew abandoned the bark. 
The larger boat was commanded by Capt. Lar- 
sen, While Mr. H. Pederser, the mate, took 
charge ofthe smallerone. Attwelve o’clock, 
an bonr anda half afterthe vessel had roceived 
her death-wound trom the sca monster, the 
boat rowed away. Shortly «after one o’clock 
the bark sankoutof sight. When abandoned, 
the water inthe hold was within two or three 
feet of the deck beams. 

The prospects ot tbe 
cgoubtful then, as there wa3 very little on 
poard the boats, and a gale might spring up 
before night. An anxious lookout was kept 
for passing vesscis, and also for the marine 
monster. Nothing was seen of the latter, but 
between 2 and 3 o'clock the smoke from a 
steamer which wasevidently approaching them 
was observed. A pole to which a signal of dis- 
tress was fastened was hoisted Dy the captain, 
und the joyful intelligence was soon passed 
from boat to boat thatthe steamer was rapidly 
approaching. By 3° o’clock the P. Caland, 
Cupt. Deafies, Lound from Rotterdam to this 
port, hove to near by, and the entire crew of 
the Columbia, twelve men in all, were taken on 
board. The two smail boats, by means of 
which the shipwrecked seamen had been pre- 
served from watery graves, wereaghen cast 
adriit, and the Caland proceeded on her voy- 
age. 

When seen last evening on board the steam- 
ship, Capt. Larsen said that he was unable to 
give atuil

which had sunk his vessel. Its fins and tail 
could be seen as they splashed the water, but 
he got only aslight glinpse of a portion of the 
body. Oneot tbe sailors at first thought it 
might be a whale, but no whale had ever been 
known to sinka vessel. A whale could not 
present un array of tailand fin reaching from 
the fore rigging to the main rigging of a vessel 
of 462 tons register, but this monster did. 
What little was seen of its back was much too 
round for that of a whale. It would cer- 
tainly require an animal ot enor- 
mous size and strength to make the hole in the 
bow of the Columbia. What became of the 
wonster aftet it had run into the Dark is not 
known, asthe crew lett the side as soon ae it 
was discovered that the vessel was sinking. 
They then became too much occupied in get- 
ting things in readiness to abandon the bark to 
observe what course their submarine enemy 
had pursued. Notraces of it were observed 
while they were in the boats. 

Captain Larsen is a very respectable-looking 
mariner, with white hair and whiskers, and 
the honest smile which illuminates his face 
while he telis his unprecedented fish story 
would be to many sufficient proof of his verac- 
itv. Although regretting that he has lost his 
vessel, he seems happyin the reflection that 
no blame can possibly be attaehed to himself. 
The Colombia was an old vessel, but was re- 
built a few years ago. She was owned by per- 
sons residing at Tunsberg, Norway, and was 
valued at about $14,000. The Captain thinks 
that she was uninsured. He will Sake his crew 
to the Norwegian Consul to-day. The men wiil 
either be sent home by steamer or berths will 
be found for them on Norwegian vessels.

A Magnificent Statue to Fran- 
cis Preston Blair 


To Be Erected in the City of St. Louis 
by His Friends.

Thirty Thousand Dollars to be Pat into 
Chiseled Marble to Keep His 
Memory Green. 


A monument to the memory of Francis Pres- 
ton Blair, Jr., will soon be erected in this city, 
which will be worthy of him and of it. Gen- 
tlemen who were life-long friends of Blair's, 
and whose influence and wealth have often 
made them felt tn St. Louis, have taken the 
matter up and are working  ener- 
gcetically for the erection of a per- 
manent and suitahle memorial to the gentle- 
man who, more than any other man of his 
time, helped to bring Missouri back to Liberty 
afterthe war. ._The movement is not by any 
ineans contined to those who were Union men; 
the Blue and Gray are going hand in hand to 
do honor to a man who fought with 
all his might for the principles in 
which he believed, and when the 
fight was won, addressed himself 
with equal ardor, and at the trequent peril of 
his life, to the task of reconciliating those who 
had just been enemies. 

Ig seems to be admitted by all that Blair 
should have a monument inthe city in which 
he lived, and for which he wreught in stricken 
fields and in stormy councils.

HOW THICK IS A MAN?

The Small Hole a Citizen of Pennsylvania 
Crawled Through. 
[From the Oil City Derrick. ) 

llow thick is aman? Who will believe that 
aman, twenty years old and one hundred and 
fifteen pounds in weight, crawled through a 
holein a stone wall six 
size, twenty-five feet from the ground, and 
escaped down a 1ope’ These were the exact 
circumstances under which Charles Crayton, 
sentenced on Friday last to one year’s impris- 
onment and $100 fine and costs on two indict- 
mentgior assault and battery, escaped trom 
the Venango county jail at twelve o'clock Mon- 
day night. Crayton, together with Jolin Mur- 
ray, convictea of the same offense, and sen- 
tenced at the sume time, was contined in the 
northwest corner cell, second tier, the 
one farthest removed troin the 
apartments of the sheriff. Using two 
ense-knives which had been converted into 
saws, be first ent through the one-and-a-half- 
inch wpright ironfhar dividing the window, 
whichis six inches wide. He then, with a cold 
cbisel, cut into the wall, which is composed ot 
a soft freestone, untilhe had freed both ends 
of a flat cross bar of half-inch iron, througha 
hole in which ‘the upright bar passed. Just 
below the next cross bear above 
he cutintothe upright to a depth of three- 
sixteenths of an inch, ani, inserting 
one end of a long bed sient, he and his partner, 
by applyiug their united strength tothe s! 
broke off the bar where the nick had 
mode. This leftaspace six inches wide ; 
eke veninches higb. VDreviously he and 
partner had torn their blanket into narrow 
strips and plaited quite a neat rope theretrom. 
securing the rope to what was Iettot the up- 
right rod, hethoroughly soaped the sides ol the 
opening, soaped his own naked body, and 
wriggled through this smati hole, climbed 
down the rope, dressed himself after his 
clethea where thrown down by bis accomplice 
and escaped through a storm of ruin raging 
atthetime. His companion, being of larger 
frame, didnot attempt the hopeless task of 
getting through the window, but went quiely 
toslecp. There were found in the cell two 
knives, one cold chisel, one hammer 
and two bays converted into sacks 
from the sleeves of a ahirt, connected 
by acord of sufficient length to bring them,itf 
hung over bis shoulders, down to his hips, and 
which may huve been used to protect his sides 
us he edged his way through the uperture, «a! 
though this is scarcely probable. These were 
filed with soft bread. Underneath the window 
were picked up a mece of meat, iwrarped ina 
scrap of newspaper, an oid clay pipe, anda 
string of about twenty-five feet in leagth, com- 
posed party of strips from his shirt, and partly 
of hempen cord.

MER. LINCOLN 'S PARABLE.

“Ton’t Badger It—Keep Silence and You'll 
be Carried Safely.”’

At the entertainment given under the auspi- 
ces of the Hebrew Young Men's Association 
Sunday night, the Rev. Dr. Szold, rabbi of 
Hanever Street Synagogue, delivered &@ 
lecture on Abraham Lincoln, in whit 
he related quite a number of short 
anecdotes concerning the great man. 
Dr. Szeld said that Mr. Lincoln had the 
most remarkable faeulty for solving diffi- 
cult problems by telling simple littie stories of 
parables. He cowpared him to Alexander tue 
Great, cutting the Gordian knot, for he would 
umravel the most intricate question by the 
sword of his sharp, keen and incisive wit. It 
was not Mr. Lincoln's nature, he said,to argue 
a point, but when persons would come to him 
with complaints, he often gave them his views 
on the subject ina short and comprenensive 

As, for instance, some centiemen 
rom the West called at the White Hoase and 
had been bharanguing Mr.Lincoln in an excited 
manner about the omissions and eommissions of 
bis government. He heard them patiently for 
a time, and finally sald: ‘‘Gentlemen, suppose 
all the property you were worth was in gold, 
and you bad put itin the hands of Blendin to 
across the Niagara Falls on a tight-rope, 
would you shake the rope while be was ng 
over itor keep shouting: ‘Blondin, stoopa 
littie more; go a littie faster?’’ No, lam sure 
you would not. You would hold your breath 
as wellaa your tongue, and keep your hands 
off until he was safely over. Now, the Govern- 
ment is in the same situation, andis carrying 
across a stormy ocean an immense weight; un- 
told treasures arein its hands; it is doing the 
vest itcan; don’t badgerit; keep silence, and 
it will get you safely over.’’

-- }fazael is cheerful, communicative and of a 
buoyant disposition, of an angular build, 
with a most ungainly step, half walk, half 
trot, and in personal appearance the most 
upprepossessing of all the contestants; but 
in animal endurance, breadth of chest and 
well knit muscles he 1s second to none of his 
competitors. 

FOUR GRAND RECORDS. 

Besides numerous grand performances Ha- 
zael made 2) miles in 1h.58m. on Lillie Bridge 
Grounds in 1877, the best on record. He 
beat Smith of Paisley, and Clark of Alexan- 
dria, two crack performers, 10 miles at Glas- 
gow in52m. In his 6-day matches he has a 
record of 50 miles in 6h. 14m., and 139 miles 
in 24h. To an _ inexperienced observer 
he betrays ,nothing of his powers in his ap- 
pearance. His legs look small and are sel- 
dom straightened; he walks.with a shuffling, 


unsteady gait, his arms swing awkwardly and — 


he is exceedingly round-shouldered. Stripped 
in his training quarters, he looks entirely dif- 
ferent. His joints are well knit, his legs are 
owerfully set and one mass of muscles. 
lis loin muscles are remarkably developed, 
and his back,arms and shoulders are compact 
and of great strength. Once he is in motion 
in running he is all grace, going witha long, 
vlean stride, carrying every part of his frame 
in nice balance, and, though apparently go- 
ing easily, goes at a grand pace.” In 
short he is the most deceptive in appearance 
and dapgerous as‘ rival of all the men enter- 
“ed. He has but two drawbacks—lack of stay- 
ing power for a week’s contest -and an in- 
jured foot.

She never doubted when the good father 
told her she would be well in nine days, 
Seyen years ago, sbe says, on the occasion of 
the birth of ber first child, her left side was 
paralyzed, and she then went to the monas- 
tery and was cured in the same manner by 
Father Victor. Again, last winter she re- 
ccived a second paralytic shock, which af- 
fected the left side of her face, and again she 
sought and found a cure from contact with 
the relie ang che prayers of the good father. 
Mrs. Davin believes that her life has been 
spared by a miracle, as She never before heard 
of one recovering from a 1itd attack of par- 
alysis. On Friday she walked to the monas- 
tery, a distance of about two and » half miles, 
to show herself to the priest, anu return 
thanks for her remarkable cure. 

Dr. Saltonstall, having been called upon at 
his office, gave the writer a complete history 
of the case, which, he freely admitted, was a 
surprise to him. The patient was incapable 
of moving ber lower limbs, and they were 
just as though dead from the toes to the hip- 
joints. The doctor says he would like to 
know how the cure was effected, whether by 
the prayers of the father or by the faith of the 
woman, or the exercise of mind over matter. 
He says the case 1s a complete przzie to him, 
and that, so far as human understanding 
goes, it may be called a miracle, inasmuch as 
it is something we can neither account for nor 
understand. 

Father Victor, who was found at the mon- 
astery, is a modest little Italian priest, about 
forty-five years old. On being asked in re- 
gard to the case, he said that such cures have 
frequently happened there to people who 
come from various parts of the country to 
avail themselves of the curative power of a 
relic of St. Paul of the Cross, who is the 
founder of the Order of Passionists. This 
_relic, he said, was a small piece of one of the 
ribs of the Saint. He recollected seeing the 
woman seatedin a chair in front of the altar, 
and, having said the usual prayer, touched 
her with the relic. He also saw the 
woman who came there on Friday to 
relate the manner of her cure, but has no 
knowledge that they Were one and the saine 
person, as he did not take any partieular no- 
tice of her, owing tothe fact thatso many 
come there tobe eured. About three years 
agoa little girl came on crutches from St. 
Teresa’s parish, New York, and was cured. 
Allwho comedo not get cured, he said, as it 
depends altogether on their faith. The 
Vathers. he said, do not claim any curative 
power for themselves, the cures being effected 
through the faith of the sick person and the 
intercession of St. Paul ofthe Cross. He 
seemed to regard the affair as being one of 
ordinary occurrence.

The Fate of a Reautiful and Wealthy 
Woman—Degraded Beyond Redemp- 
tion—The End.

She soon formed the acquaintance of the 
other lady boarders, and was inthe habit of 
accompanying them to ‘‘sociables,’’ where 
her eircle of acquaintance rapidly became ex- 
tended. Jothe society in which she was 
thea thrown is attributed her sudden and 
rapid moral decline. Finding that his wife, 
whom he dearly loved, was contracting bad 
habits, Mr. Winnie purchased a fine brown 
stonefront building on East Seventv—ninth 
street. Here they lived for a number of years, 
receiving compapy With a lavish display of 
hospitality. 

Mrs. Winnie was never happy except when 
surrounded by her invited guests and when 
playing the role of hostess. Her house at 
this time was a noted resort for some of the 
best society of the city. In this manner she 
ruled her husband and her household, until, 
at the expiration of eight years of profaise 
and extravagant hospitality, she had wasted 
$50,000 and had made a bankrupt of her hus- 
band.

Shippers of wheat to Chicago evidently are 
not finding everything lovely, if the frequent 
paragraphs noticed in the newspapers of the 
city by the River of smells, are to be believea.

yesterday that itis all nonsense to claim that 
our inspection is driving wheat to Milwaukee; 
the most received in that cityin one day on 
the new crop is 170 car loads. Nevertheless, 
there would appear to be reom for improve- 
mentin ourinspection. Twocar loads of bar- 
ley were inspected extra No. 3 yesterday, and 
the power above ordered it to be rated as No. 
3. Theresult will be an appeal. The old com 

plaints abont unevenness of judgment near 
the head of the department are being re- 
vived.’’
